RELIEF TO GERMANS 


Berlin, Aug. 29.—(Via wireless to the 
Associated Press—Kews of the defeat 
of five Russian army corps to the south 
of Allenstein is made putdic here today. 


It is regarded as encouraging and as 
greatly relieving the situation in East 
Prussia. 
It is said to ensure the flank 
of the German position. 
Allenstein is 
about sixty miles south of Koenigsberg. 


The Associated Press has been inform- 
ed from ofiScial Austrian sources that 
the battles which have been in progress 
for several days past are expected to 
be decisive, 
Austrian troops are pur- 
suing 
the 
Russians from 
.Krasnik, 
about twenty miles north of the Galici- 
an frontier, in the direction of Lublin. 


There is no invading army betAveen 
the riA'er Bug and the river Waerprz. 
(These rivers are affluents of the Vistula 
and embraces a territory located to the 
east of WarsaAV.) 


Austria, according to this same au- 
thority, has inA'aded Russia and has oc- 
cupied the region in front of Zamose. 
Zamose is a strongly fortified toAvn of 
Russian Poland on the Wirprz, 70 miles 
southeast of Lublin. 


The Austrians hold the regions to the 
west, north and southeast of Lemberg, 
Galicia, and have advanced toAvard the 


Dneister river against strong invading 
forces of the enemy. 


No neAvs Avas received here today con- 
cerning the situation on 
the 
French 
frontier beyond a special dispatch to 
the Tages Zeitung, declaring that the 
British defeat at >St. Quentin was com- 
plete. 
The British losses Avere heavy 
and the routed 
British soldiers Avere 
forced to accept battle by the German 
cavalry Avho Avere in masses on their 
line of retreat. 


The' location 
in the foregoing dis- 
patch of St. Quentin in the department?,

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Water Rates in Indiana. 


' The first aniuial report of the Indiana public utilities 
/fcoimnissioii, summarizing the activities of the board from 
the time it succeeded the state railroad commission some- 
:what more than a year ago, contains a most amazing mass 
of figures,. and some of them are particularly interesting 
- iind illuminating. The statistics on water rates in Indiana 
constitute a case in point. It is shown, for instance» that 
[Fort Wajaie water consumers are enjoying the lowest 
ininimum rate given by any Class A city in the state. 
There are twenty-five Indiana water companies, pri- 
' -vate and municipal, rated by the commission as Glass A b,y 
reason of the size of the cities in which they are located. 
The highest monthly minimum charge is $1.35, at Indi- 
anapolis. The next highest is $1.25, at Muncie. The high- 
est îninimum annual charge is $24, at New Albany. The 
lb west minimum charge is $4, at Fort AVayne. The next 
. lowest is $5, at Lafayette. 


A glance at the minimum monthly rates at Indianap- 
t)lis and at Muncie ought to conduce to complacency on the 
gart of the Fort Wayne citizen who may be disposed to 
fek 
strongly at the rate he is being charged for water, 
tliough it must be admitted that there is very little protest 
pf this sort. 


Flat rates of various cities are not so valuable for com- 
parison here since Fort Wayne has gone entirely over to 
the meter system in selling water. It is worth while not- 
ing, however, that the highest meter rate in cities of 
Class A is 40 cents at Jeffersonvalle. The lowest is 6 cents 
at Laporte and Michigan City. The next highest rate is 
• 25 cents at Elwood, Gary, Kokomo, Richmond and Vin- 
cennes. Hanmiond has 7 cents, Elkhart 12 cents. 


The commission's report appears to furnish renewed 
_and substantial justification of the wisdom which led Fort 
Wayne years ago to make its water service a municipal 
enterprise, though as a matter of fact Fort Wayne has 
never entertained any serious doubts upon the matter.

with its cargo of Americans and its 
smattering of immigi-ants. 


But I had given up reading papers 
in my meteoric flight through England 
and Scotland, and some way the old 
guard's warning seemed more a bit of 
local color than anything else. He told 
us of the troops Avhich had left for 
NeAvcastle that morning at 
half 
an 
hour's notice.

"Could your American soldiers do that, 
miss?" he asked abruptly, looking at 
me, with suspicion. 
I frankly did not 
know, and anyway it was time for me 
to be ofi' to St. Paul's. 


When we reached Rouen the next day 
the pension-keeper would not accept our 
traveling cheques; the banks would not 
cash them. 


"La guerre," said the pension-keeper, 
shrugging her plmnp shoTilders and look- 
ing at us with big eyes. 


"La guerre," said the bank clerks, 
eyeing tM'o American women alone in 
1^-ance at this time, with a kind of 
pitying admiration. 


But we talked with Americans at the 
pension, and they said: 
"Paris Avill 
surely be safe for a few days. 
Any- 
•^^ay, you can get your cheques cashed 
.there. We would go if we were you." 


So we, being "you/' went. 
The sta- 
tion at Rouen was crowded with French 
soldiers and their families. 
Every man 
was the center of a little crowd of 
women. The children pulled at his coat 
or fingered his beautiful red cap as he 
picked them up to kiss them good-bye. 
We sat on our suitcases in the corridor 
of the train, for soldiers had first place. 


At every bridge or crossing- Avas sta- 
tioned a soldier. But still it all seemed 
a strange rumor, a sort of play by 
which these excitable people, these little 
-French soldiers in their blue and red, 
these young mothers holding up their 
littlest babies to be kissed good-bye, 
were filling their summer days. 


The fair, sunny country of France 
passed up by. 
The sweet air from the 
fields sifted in through the train win- 
dows. Inside, the soldiers were cheering 
and jesting roughly, 
but 
outside 
a 
peaceful land rolled itself out before us, 
a tolerant land, generoiis of beauty, rich 
in peace. 
The River Sein wound coolly 
in" and out of the yellow grain fields 
into which some of the English poppies 
had strayed. Everywhere the fields were 
dotted carefully- -beautifully—^witli the 
slim black poplars, the very symbol, 
slender, and full of grace, of what I hiid 
thought France to be.

Parii' was hot, crowded, hectic, hur- 
ried, confused. The army waP: mobiliz;-,

ing. 
We had come from England and 
from old Rouen, where the glass doors of 
our rooms opened into an old garden, 
and the sweet night air had come in 
from where the dark yew trees and the 
cathedral spire were silhouetted against 
the late tAvilight. 


It was a very rude awakening. 
At 
that time there were two of us. 
I 
could talk only the merest 
trifle 
of 
French. 
My friend could not say any- 
thing but "Mais, oul, madame," "Mais, 
non, monsieur." 


With a great difficulty we got a cab 
and after coming oiit ahead in an argu- 
ment with the porter, who wanted four 
francs for carrying our bags to the cab, 
we started for our hotel. 


In the hotel an East Indian porter, 
several French porters, a worried Rus- 
sian proprietor and 
a 
weeping maid 
greeted us. 


"How comes It that Americans still 
entered this city?" asked the Russian. 
His black hair was cropped close to his 
head, his face was very jiale and his 
eyes looked as if he had been crying. 
"It would be better not to come." 


We dropped our bags and went di- 
rectly to the American express office, 
for all the money we had between us 
was a coin or two, amounting in all to 
about fifteen centimes. 
We had never 
doubted 
that our cheques 
could 
be 
cashed at once^ wjben we reached Pajis. 


"60 at once to the express office, for 
it closes early on Saturdays," the Rus- 
sian proprietor had said. This was Sat- 
urday, Aug. 1. 
The East Indian, who 
trod like a cat 
and

smirking,

the Rue Scribe.

Probably the majority of Americans 
in Paris were assembled there on the 
Rue Scribe, besieging the express office, 
the steamship companies, or the NeAv 
York Herald's office, or talking together 
in excited, morbid knots. 


Wearied to hear nothing that was 
said. Our object was ^o get some money 
and to find out the chances for an im- 
mediate escape. 
From the minute the 
white-faced Russian had given us his 
ultimatum we began our fight to get 
out. 


My checks were on the Mercantile 
Marine, so I went directly to the office 
of the American line for money and for 
reassurance about 
my 
steamer, 
the 
Philadelphia, which was to leave Cher- 
bourg the next W'cdnesday on her way 
from Southampton to New York. 
The 
office was closed, but an English clerk 
came and talked to me through the 
gratings for a minute. 


"Closed for the day," said he. 
"Any- 
way, we can't cash yoin: checka. 
M'^e 
can't get any money ourselves. 
The 
Philadelphia will sail, surely, but she's 
probably the last one that will sail, and 
it's very doubtful if she will stop at 
Cherbourg. 
I advise you to get to 
Southampton at once."

and boat for England. 


There I could catch my Philadelphia 
and my companion could try to change 
her passage for a boat late in the sum- 
mer to the first one she could get. And 
so we waited. 
^ 


When we got back to om: hotel only 
the East Indian met us. 
The French 
porters had gone to the war. The weep- 
ing maid was serving dinner to the few 
remaining guests. The Russian came in. 
from police headquarters. 


"Tomorrow, at noon, I shut down," he 
said. 
"I have to leave the coimtry at 
once. Stay tonight, if you will, but have 
all out pf here tomorrow at 12." 


"Well, anyway, I belong to the TJon't 
WorryV club," said one of the two Amer- 
ican women in the hotel, gayly, as we 
went up to our rooms. 


I shall always believe that that wom- 
an had more than fifteen centimes in 
cash in the black moire bag she carried. 


That was the wildest night of my life. 
Some of the time I tried to sleep, but 
wild, feverish dreams made sleep im- 
possible, and finally we sat by the win- 
dows and looked down into the Rue de 
Mathurin, and up and down the street 
to the corners, where carriages and ma- 
chines tore past all night, crowded with 
soldiers. 


America^ and all other foreigners 
Avei-e leaving in great numbers, whole 
families together, hurrying along, some- 
times talking in shrill voices, sometimes 
keeping a hurried silence, which was 
worse. 
They Avere aH on foot, for no 
one but soldiers could ride in machines, 
and almost all the horses were taken for 
the army. 


No one could take baggage wtih him 
which he could not carry himself, and 
the people's arms and hands were full. 
Often two men carried a trunk between 
them. 
All nig-ht long the life of Paris 
streets went on, and fragments of it 
floated up to us in sight and sound. The 
cafes were full of men. Women of the 
street plied their trade diligently. 


One of these women, a large, dark, 
strange creatwe, I can never forget. 
Her large hat and flowered, ample silk 
waist gleamed up at me every time she 
saimtered imder a street light. 
So un- 
concernedly she strolled along, at mid- 
night, and still when the dawn came, 
always with furtive eyes, always flirt- 
ing the tiny, glittering white fan she 
carried in her pudgy, beringed fingers. 
At 1 o'clock a great coach-load of 
Americans drove up to the door.

red^coated driver took down all the 
luggage and rang the bell.

top of his voice. 


They had engaged rooms, but the Rus- 
sian would not take them in.

Up by our windows we had almost 
forgotten oiu- share of the troubles, but 
sometimes we remarked that we had 
no money, that probably 
the 
trains 
would all be given up to soldiers for 
the next few days, that we were some- 
what alone, and really very, very much 
afraid. 
I knew that it was the experi- 
ence of a lifetim'e for which any one 
of the American men I knew would 
barter his very soul. But I was not an 
American , man—only an American girl 
—^and I dared not stop staring at the 
Paris street, for fear of sleep and fever- 
ish dreams from which waking could 
bring no relief-. 


Morning came at last and we ate our 
rolls and coffee, fotr we were not sure 
of another hotel to give us meals along 
with a room and no money in advance. 
No offices were open and we went to 
the American consulate. 
The crowds 
there were forming into line to have 
papers of identification made out, so 
that a long stay in Paris, if necessary, 
would be safe. 


We joined the line. .Perhaps it was 
lack of sleep which made us do it, for 
someway now it seems foolish that we, 
whose one object was to find a way 
out, were seekinjr thè only safe means 
of staying in. 
When-the papers were 
made out they must be signed by the 
police and the address was given us.

V A i n i l E A T l Y 


Stone-Rolling in West and 
Steam-Rolling in East, 
Says War Expert _ 


London, Aug. 29.~The military cor- 
respondent of the Times in his comment 
on the war today says: 


"There is a great difference between 
the tasks of the allies in the western and 
eastern theater of war. 


"In the west our task is stonewalling; 
that of the Russians is steam rolling. 


"The situation in the west is such that 
only an extraordinary stroke of good 
fortune could give us a smashing victory 
and enable us to annihilate the foe. 
It 
is our business to keep our wicket up 
while Russia makes the runs. 
We must 
fight 
back if need be to the Atlantic 
ropes without allowing ourselves to be 
knocked out, 


"Germany 
must

aggressive 
victory to win aind it must be our en- 
deavor to face her in that object. 


"The Russians have a most brilliant 
role in this war—Russians must 
reach 
Berlin within a couple of months. 
If 
at the end of that time our claws are 
still fast in the German armies in the 
w^est and if Servia still has her teeth in 
Austria's back, then the strategic and 
political object

achieved."'

¿Natural Outcrop pf Indiana 
Coal Will Be Reproduced 
to Show Something of In- 
diana's Natural Resources 
to Visiting Millions. 


Indianapolis, Aug. 29.—^Indiana is to 
iave what may be expect^ to b^ one 
>f the most unique and interesting of 
the exhibits in the Palace of Mining and 
Minerals at the Panama-Pacific exposi- 
tion. 
This assertion is based on the 
fact that the exposition 
management 
has finally assigned the state space on 
the center aisle at one of the main en- 
trances, and adjoining the display of the 
federal government. 


The chief idea of the committee of 
the Indiana commission in charge of this 
display, composed of Hon. J. Mason 
Duncan, of Cloverland; Hon. Evan B. 
Stotsenburg, of New Albany, and Hon. 
J^nies F. Ensle, of Evansville, is to ex- 
ploit the commercial aavantages of In- 
diana's natural resources, so tliat more 
attention will be given those products 
which are likely to find a market in 
other states. 
It will also be the pur- 
pose to give a better insight to the ad- 
X'antages offered capital seeking invest- 
ment, which are abundant in Indiana. 


The plan of th(! exhibit wiJl bp. as 
though a section of the state had been 
cut from the earth and transported to 
the exposition. 
On om- end will be re- 
produced a natural "outcrop" of coal, as 
to ije seen at Allen cave, in Sullivan 
county. One side avII] show tlie geologi- 
cal formation of the state, whii-h is be- 
ing -prepared by Kdwanl Biirrett, state 
geologist, and his field men. who have 
already started upon the task of gather- 
ing'specimens of the varioii.s formations 
represented in Indiana. 
This will com- 
poise - a wall I'ising about twenty-four 
feet high, giving a true representation 
as to arrangement and thickness of the 
difTerent "stratas of rock.

Louvain was evacuated by the Bel 
gians Aug. 21. 
It 
is 
situated fifteen 
miles east 
of 
Brussels. 
It contained 
many notable buildings, including the 
Hotel de Ville, described as one of the 
most beautiful Gothic structures^in the 
world. 
Brewing and distilling and the 
»manufacture 'of tobacco, lace and starch 
were the principal industries. 


If the plans of Prosecutor H. H. Hil- 
geman -do not miscarry several persons 
will be tried in the Allen court for pre- 
jury in connection with the damage 
suit of Frank J. Shields against the 
New York, Chicago & St. Louis rail- 
road. John E. Golday Is already under 
arrest in Chicago and a member of the 
Fort Wayne police force Is there now 
armed with a warrant for the return of 
Golday to Fort Wayne. 
It is expected 
he will resist and that requisitÍ9n pro- 
ceedings will be necessary to get him 
out of the state of Illinois. 
Deputy 
Prosecutor Stephen A. Callahan is in 
Chicago in connection with the arrest 
of Golday. 
Shields was injured more 
than a year ago on the Nickel Plato 
tracks near Fulton street, losing a leg. 
In the first trial a jury rendered a com- 
promiso verdict awartiins: liim $2.000. 
Judge Eggeinan in the circuit court set 
the verdict asido and ordered a new 
trial. Jn the second hearing of the case 
the jurv rendered damages in tho sum 
of $10,000. 
In that latter trial Golday 
is said to have committed projury, 
swearing that he witnessed tho acci- 
dent and that he had novor seen Shields 
previously, where it is stated he was in 
Chicago when tho accident took placo 
and that he is a nephew of Shields and 
knew him well. 
Golday is the keeper 
of a restaurant in Chicago.

shelling of our 
trenches and another rush across the 
open on our front. This time they were

"We received them in the good old 
way, the front ranks with the bayonet

Sufficient to Justify Line of 


Government Ships, 


Thinks Wilson, 


(By Gilson Gardner.) 


Washington, Aug. 29.—South Ameri- 
can business is itself sufficiently import- 
ant to justify a government-owned line 
of steamers in tlie belief of President 
Wilson. 
During the year ending June 
30, 1914, the commerce of the United 
States M-ith South America amounted 
to .$347,000,000. 
Imports from 
South 
America amounted to $223,000,000, of 
which nearly half were from Brazil, a 
fifth from the Argentine Republic and 
the rest from Chile, Colombia Venezuela 
and Peru. 


That the United States has neglected 
South America as a market is shown by 
the fact that only about 14 per cent, 
of the South American Import trade has 
come from the United States. 
There is 
a trade of $965,000,000, mostly manu- 
factures, which this country may just 
as well have without any danger of vio- 
lating neutrality laws. All that is need- 
ed is a quickly organized government- 
owned fleet of ships.

longer war than was first .anticipated 
and the longer European nations are 
preoccupied with war the gi-eater Avill 
be America's ooiortunity to secure the 
South American trade. 
Those who are 
particularly interested in South America 
as a field for American exports will find 
valuable information in a recent publi- 
cation of the bureau of foreign and do- 
mestic commerce, department of com- 
merce, special agents' series No. 81, to 
be had from the public printer for 25 
cents.

sympathy of every true American goes 
out to them in this crisis. 
But 
aside all sentiment. 
I am simply stat- 
ing facts that are patent to one who is 
in tho field, and Avhich I think should 
be brought to the attention of _ every 
American"^ business man.

Scores of murders 
tliat for a time 
baffled the police of Ncv^' York city are 
Eeguels 
to 
vendettas 
whose 
inception 
were in far off and Erunny Italy. There 
th« feud raged witli all its fury until 
the one who knew his d.-jys to hn num- 
bered futilely soiTght safpty in flight, to 
the new country to which so many of 
bis fellow countrymen had migrated ard 
prospered. 
Some of the fugitives lived in 
peace and quiet for years, always hoping 
against hope that distance had tended 
to safeguard 
them 
against-the 
knife 
thrust or bullet they so long had lived in 
terror of. 
Perhaps, after these years of 
seeming security, they became reckless 
or 
careless 
and 
at 
some 
unexpected 
^moment the avenger, or his agent, ap^ 
peared, found the long awaited oppor- 
tunity, the knife fell, and his victim was 
no more. 
Then, again, there have been 
cases- when the avenger, with 
wanton 
cruèlty and devilish ingenuity, permitted 
biii victim to enjoy this seeming safety 
for a period of years, and then as sud- 
denly and unexpectedly as a bolt from 
thè blue he appeared on the scone to 
claim the life he had sworn to take. 


None knew better the many feuds that 
had been brought across the sea to the 
Italian colonies of New York city than 
"Joe" Petrcsino, the detective lieutenant 
who organized and so successfully con- 
ducted the Italian Squad that in its brief 
existence proved the only means of hold- 
ing in check the Black Hand operatives 
in the United States. 
Petrosinos foul 
murder in the streets of Palermo was ef- 
fected by Mafia agents who had tracked 
, bim from the United States to Italy, 
where hia recent mission in all likelihood 
would have brought about the deporta- 
tion and conviction of scores of murder- 
ers wbo had fled to the United States 
after successfully evading arrest at home. 


Among the many feuds that had their 
tragic ending in America none stands 
• fortih more glaringly than the triple mur- 
der in the Cardinelli family, all of whom 
fled from Italy after the vendetta had 
reached forth its long arm to striko down 
Its victims. 
All were cither stabbed or 
shot to death and, strange to say, two of 
the killings were identical 
in 
details. 
Three years bave elapsed since the third 
it. this family was foully murdered as 
•he sat at a veindow in his East Twenty- 
fir«t street home, three years of terror 
for tihe two remaining members of this 
III fated family, and it is they who so 
prophetically repeat the old vendetta 
p h r a s e : ^ " ! am as a hand that is help- 
lesBly raised when the sickle of death is 
iwlnging." 


Alioat twenty years ago the Cardinelli 
family lived on a little farm in Southern 
Italy. A bitter feud had arisen between 
this fàmily and another living near by. 
Life at home was no longer safe, for at 
evttty turn the members of the Cardi- 
nelli family were greeted by the mystic 
and ominous signs of the vendetta. 
To 
remain at home meant certain death. In 
flitbt there was about one chance in a 
thonsand that the family might escape 
the vendetta's wrath and survive.

But 
always 
this 
euemy succeodod in keeping himself in 
the background, and not even a hint of 
liis presence in the new countrj' reached 
the Cardinellis.

fives and in their own way, and some of 
them prospered to a small degree.

now they recall that at rare intervals 
vague hints reached them that trouble 
was brewing and lurked near.

the elder Cardinelli knew that the crisis 
was approaching. 


One day a friend of the Cardinellis re- 
ceived a Black Hand letter. Upon show- 
ing the missive to Giuseppe Cardinelli 
the latter at a glance knew that the 
sender was the man who later proved to 
i-the agent of the vendetta. He went to 
this man and told him the person he was 
seeking to blackmail was his, Giuseppe's, 
friend and that be must let him alone. 
A day or two later Giuseppe had a letter 
warning hJm against interference. 
On, 
the letter w^s drawn the head of a man 
with the tongue slaved out and the sign 
of the cross on the forehead. 
This 
mystic warning meant that those who 
meddled in the affairs of others, or 
turned informer would be slain, their 
tongues cut out and their faces mutilated. 
Giuseppe then knew he was doomed. 


Giuseppe lived with his wife and baby 
at No. 241 Hamilton avenue, Brooklyn. 
A week after receiving the first warn- 
ing\a second letter was delivered at his 
house by the postman. This letter con- 
tained but six words:—"You will die—at 
the window." 


The dread message that he had lived in 
terror of for upward of fifteen years at 
last had arrived. 
Giuseppe turned pale 
as he stared at the fatal words on the 
paper before him. Flight was ifutlle, he 
realized, and there was,no means,in hig 
power of turning aside the band that had 
been raised to strike. Death was lurking: 
near. 
It was only a question; of how 
near. 
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ing the former he was not feeling well, 
and that he wished to take a long walk. 
As he left the house he was met by his 
secret enemy and the several friends with 
whom Giuseppe had broken some time be- 
fore.

He haunted the places where 
Giuseppe had been in the habit of meet- 
ing his friends and in the gloomy silence 
he sat around, his ears/strained to catch 
one fleeting word that would set him on 
the slayer's tracks. 


l^vo weeks to a day after the receipt 
of his death threat, Giovanni was seated 
at the window of his poolrooin in Coles 
street, 
Brooklyn. 
The window 
was 
frosted and it was impossible to sec 
through it but to a person on the outside 
the form of the one within wait clearly 
silhouetted against its surface. 


As Giovanni turned to speak to a 
friend there was a double report and 
t W a crash of glass. Giovanni pitched 
forward and fell dead in his tracks, his 
body .riddled;by-.big and murderous slugs 
that had been fired from a shotgtin, both 
barrels of which evidently had been dis- 
charged. 


Five minnt^s after Giovanni fell dead 
the police were at his side." They traced" 
the course of the bullet'' to a. house di-. 
rectly opposite, but a minute .search of

that the slayer of Giuseppe had accom- 
plished the death of Giovanni. The ques- 
tion was who would be the next They 
also knew that Giovanni's activities in 
Giuseppe's behilf had hastened his end ; 
therefore they were at sea as to what 
course to take. 
To stand idly by and 
permit these two murders to go un- 
avenged would be against all the tra- 
ditions of their race. " Furthermore, a 
bitter resentment surged through them 
and their hearts cried for the blood of 
the slayer. 


Bartholdi Cardinelli took no pains to 
conceal his true feelings. 
His brother 
had been slain and his uncle soon fol- 
lowed. 
In fact, he little "doubted that 
he, too, would be murdered just as soon 
as the opportunity presented itself. He 
decided to be careful—keep away from 
windows and always see that a com- 
panion accompanied him when he went 
abroad. But all his spare moments were 
devoted to tracking down the slayer who 
had kept the vendetta alive in the United 
States. 


Four OardinelHs remained.

Bartholdi often sat on the stoop of his 
little home chatting with his wife until 
late in the night. Then he would retire 
to his room and go to bed. One night, 
however, the atmosphere was especially 
oppressive and Bartholdi could not sleep. 
He turned, twisted and tossed upon his 
bed and finally, finding the heat unbear- 
able, be arosî and crept to a chair at: the 
open window, seeking a breath of fresh 
air. 


Bartholdi had no sooner sèateâ him- 
self when a blinding flash spurted from 
n window directly opposite in Bast 
Twenty-first street 
Then came a deaf- 
ening report and Bartholdi dropped to 
the floor of his bedroom, his heart pierced 
by slugs, that had been fired frotn a shot- 
gun. When his wife reached his side hs 
was dead, the third of the Cardinellis to 
answer with their lives to the vendetta, 
and the cccond to die at the window. 
Five of the deadly slugs of large calibre 
bad penetrated Bartholdi'g body.

She had attrib- 
uted this custom to the extreme l^at« 
and little dreamed that her lodg« waa 
patiently rocking to and fro before the 
window, a shotgun resting on hi« lap, 
his eyes/glued on the window oppo«rït« 
and awaiting just one fleeting (lance 
at the man he was seeking to kill. But 
the murderer fled and without leaviing 
any clew other than the shotgun behind.

i r UNPOWDEB, has blown the boundaries 
of Em'opean nations into torn and 
twisted lines many times during the last 125 
1 years. Then, through a retaliatory fate, the 
same mixture of saltpetre, sulphur and char- 
coal has battered to débris the barriers 
marking the new borders and restored the 
old. The political topography of Europe 
bids fair to undergo another violent recon- 
; struction through the same pitiless explosive 
as an outcome of the present gigantic strug- 
gle between Germany and her ally, Austria, 
on the one hand, and the mixed hosts of Eng- 
land, Russia, France, Servia and Belgium 
on the other. 


The maj) of Europe has altered in a large 
; way twice since 1789, or just prior to Na- 
: ; poleon coming on the scene to make world's 
; : history for twenty years. In a minor way 
the map has been changed much more often. 
:: Many millions have gone to sleep at night 
:: under the protection of one flag and have 
awakened in the morning to find their al- 


legiance due to another banner. The na- 
tionality of men, women and children has 
shifted time and again without their con- 
sent. ' That is, the nationality of outward 
forms has shifted. The nationality of the 
heart has always remained the same, biding 
the time when a blow might be struck to re- 
store the old order of things for which patri- 
otism yearned. 


Often has the conqueror schemed to 
change languages .to conform to changes in; 
maps. It has been an impossible task. Ger-1: 
manj^ for nearly half a century has been 
forcing the tongue of the Teuton on the 
provinces of Alsace and Lorraine, wrested 
from France by the sword. Officially she 
has been successful. 
In social usage and 
the everydaj?^ life of the people of the con- 
(juered provinces she has met with utter 
f ailure. It has been demonstrated that when 
you change a map you cannot change the 
poetry, the romance, the enthusiasm and the 
longing for the particular spot where hope 
centres and the heart lies. 


HE basis of üie 
modern map of 
Europe is the 
treaty of West- 
phalia, made in 
1648, at the con- 
clusion of the cele- 
brated 
Thirty 
Years' War. Mi- 
nor shifts were 
made between that 
year and 1789, 
when France, just 
prior to beheading 
her king, became 
1 republic and began to take a leading 
part in European affairs. One hundred 
years after this famous treaty of West- 
phalia was written, Frederick the Great 
of iPrussia was able to attach the Axis- 
trian province of Silesia to his king- 
dom as a result of the Seven Years' 
War. This made a minor map change. 
The partitioning of Pohind between 
Prussia, Austria and tlUssia^ade an- 
other. But as Napoleon Bonaiparte waB 
to redraw the map of Europe to suit 
himself, the ijational boundaries and 
conditions as they existed in 1789—be-' 
fore lie came to power—illustrate the 
changes he wrought and the subsequent 
shifts reaching up to the present hour. 
. Before the great Corsican came on 
the scene as a recognizable force in put- 
ting down a Paris mob, October 5, 1795, 
the European map showed Prussia in 
triumphant possession of all the terri- 
tory Frederick the Great Jiad gained 
by conquest and added to the. lands he 
inherited. 
Russia -was his 'eastern 
boundary, Austria to the south, the 
Baltic Sea and a coveted gréât 6ettï)ort 
at Kiel on the north, and S-witzerJand 
and the Netherlands aild Fiance to the 
west. The population" was above si.t 
millions and the area about 135^000 
square miles. 
AUSTRIA ONCE HAD TERRITORY 
WOW IN TlíE KINGDODt OP ITALÜ 
Austria was esteemed a powerful na- 
tion before the Nfti)oleonic era. She had 
possessions in Italy and in the Nether^ 
lands. In fact, she dominated these 
countries, Spain í)éing part eubjugator in 
the former. The ÒttoiSan Empire was 
on her south, IlüBfela to the east, PrUs- 
Bia to the north, and through her Italian 
possessions ¿he had free access to both 
the Adriatic and the Mediterranean seas. 
Including her <íonquést possessions her 
crea was aJbóut 2<X),000 ¡square diiles.

In Óie ibeginuing of the seventh centary 
the northern provinces of the Byzan- 
tiné enipire were overnm by the Tartar 
tribe of the Avars. The Sia.vonic tribes 
wèrè invited into the country by the 
Emperor Heraclius. Tlie^ had been hov- 
ering on the north bank of the Danube 
for some time, the land where they 
canile from lying on the northern slope 
of the Carpathians. Its name was'Ser- 
via or Serbia, Serb meaning a n^tioh. 
Thé newtíoffiers settled wèst of the Bul- 
garians, from thé Dánilbe to the Adri- 
atic. They were a warlike people, and 
i\'hen they crossed the Danube they were 
an organized nation, commanded by 
princes. They acknowledged the power- 
ful rulers of the country, but were never 
govèirnèd except by their own chiefs. 
In the ninth century they became con- 
verts to the Eastern Church. 


TTieir Tsar Steplhen Nemaniâ iû A. D. 
1162 Welded the people into a conipact 
nation. In A. D. 1340 théir Tsar Ste- 
phen Dushan raised the monarchy to an 
einpire and armed and drilled, all to de- 
fend the peninsula against the Turks; 
He died of fever on the march to take 
Constantinople in 1355. In his timé thé 
Bulgarians weíe weak, and the Venetians 
held only a few pafeses in the mountains. 
Dushan ássltmed the title of "Christ^ 
loving Tfear of all Serbs and Gfeeks." 


When Napoléon A\ as at the heiglit of 
his poWer and h'ad finished cotobing 
Europe, France. either possessed or cob- 
trolled everything ' in Portugal, Spain, 
Belgium, Hdiland, ïtaiy and the littìe na- 
tional entities along the Rhine. ^ Ó^hélí 
map boundaries made "ëmall diffëirence.

The Con- 
gress of Vienna imposed on France an in- 
demnity Of 700,000,OOOf., a loss of terri- 
tory having a population, of moré than 
2,500,000 and the occupation of the fron- 
tier by foreign armies for five years. 
Austi'ia recovered her possess'ions in 
Italy and Iliyria and received the Tyrol, 
Salzburg, Vorartburg and Innviertel. 
Prussia received back alfof the territory 
of "vy^hich she had been stripped by the 
treaty of Tilsit and obtained the Grand 
Duchy of Posen, Swedish Pomerania, 
the northern part of Saxony, the duchies 
oí Westphalia and Berg and the coun- 
try along the Rhine bet^'^ên IVlayence 
and AiS-la-Chapelle. 'Bavaria -was al- 
lowed to keep Ansbach and Baireuth 
and received the upper Palatinate of the 
Rhine, which became known as Rhenish 
Bavaria, ànd in return for lànds ceded 
to Austria received WuïzbUrg and 
Aschaffenbul-g.

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Helping the Milkman 


- How that the typhoid days are upon 
us, the problem of pure milk again con- 
frocats us, insistent in its demands that 
It t e regarded seriously as a factor in 
the- immunity of infants not only 
to 
typlhoid, but to other ravages 
which 
flonrish in hot weather. 
And the reader 
.tí in perhaps permit us here a prefatorial 
Bugigestion—are we not marking 
time 
when we confine our clean-milk 
agita- 
tion. to berating the milk dealer ? 
The 
disteibution of milk is one of tho few 
ftekls in which we have made little prog- 
ress« so far as a working understand- 
ing petween dealer and consumer is con- 
cerned. 
Long ago (as measured in terms 
Of the pure-food crusade) wo put the 
m a t ^ r squarely to the grocer. 
We told 
him ^ e was to furnish clean groceries 
I 
or heá was to sell none at all. 
But—and 
here $3 the point—we gave him to under- 
stand that w'e were willing to pay for 
cleanfiness and purity. 
This we have 
never done with the mUkman, 
except 
, 
largely in the case of hospitals and other 
consumers where absolute piurity is im- 
perati-vlre. We have allowed ourselves to 
drift ibto the habit of scolding him be- 
cause ais milk was dirty, without at the 
same time holding ourselves ready to 
pay hi&n for the extra equipment and 
lalwr necessary t o produce the desired 
quality. 
The cost of production must 
vary griéatly, but it is safe to say that 
in most «ommunities the dealer can not 
put in an adequate plant and deliver 
certified milk to the consumer at an ad- 
vance of one cent or even two cents n 
quart—the chances are he will add 50 
per cent., «and, where labor is high, 75 
per cent. 


As soon as possible after the 
milk 
reaches the door place it on ice without 
removing cap. In this way the milk will 
take on neither bacteria, nor dirt, nor 
the flk.vors which are apt to be fo\ind in 
the icé box. 
If the milk sours do not 
blame ^he iceman without first investi- 
gating -fijie ice box. 
A thermometer will 
show whether the temperature is below 


50 degrees; if it is above this point be 
pretty certain the trouble is not neces- 
sarily with the dairyman. 


By all means do not empty the bottlé 
into a pitcher for containing 
purposes. 
On the other hand, however, do not pour 
lack into the^ bottle milk that may be 
left from the table serving or that has 
been otherwise exposed to the air. 
The 
bottle should be kept const?,ntly capped. 
There are on tlié market several types 
of metal cans that convert the milk l i t - 
tle into a pitcher, and at the same time 
remove the danger of contamination of 
any germs that may linger about the 
])aper cap. In using them, however, caro 
should be taken that they are -a^cfully 
siirilized after each use. 


The paper cap, indeed, may be a real 
source of danger. 
In the journey from 
' thf farm to consumer it is likely to catch 
contamination 
of 
various 
kinds—from 
laelted dirty ice, from dust, from im- 
clean hands, etc. 
Before removing the 
milk from the bottle, clean the top of 
the cap and particularly around the ettee 
here it fits into the neck of the bottle. 
Above all, do not use the thumb or finger 
for removing the cap, but insert a fork 
or other utensil that is perfectly clean. 
One's duties do not cease as soon as 
I tho bottle is emptied, however. 
Every 
I c ni))ty bottle should be rinsed in cold 
i water iintil the glass 4.s clear and placed 
bottom-side up to drain. 
Use it for no 
other purpose than as a milk coataiiu'r. 
I'lider no condition should it be returned 
(•'i ty, for unless the cleansing process at 
ilie dairy is unusually effective, or the 
ntteiidants -unusually conscientious, the 
l ottle may be returned to you (or to 
some other consumer whose babies need 
clean milk) 
in a 
filthy 
condition that 
makes the rapid growth of germs in- 
evitable. 


Attention to the ice hox 
or refrig- 
erator will be a gi'eat help. 
It should 
be kept sweet and clean by being thor- 
oughly inspected at least once a week.

There may be instances in which 
the 
temporary use of a hypnotic is advisable, 
but the chances are ten to one that the 
dose of the drug will very soon have to 
be increased and that later on it will 
lose effect and the insomnia 
will 
be 
found to be aggravated. 


Fortunately, drugs are not necessary 
to produce sleep, except when general 
anesthesia is required for surgical pur- 
poses. 
Every case of insomnia may be 
relieved without the use of sleep pro- 
ducing drugs. 
This has 
been 
demon- 
strated a thousand times in the great 
insane asylums of t^is and other coiui- 
tries in which are found cases of acute 
mania the most ditficult and obstinate 
forms of insomnia. 


Drowsiness. — The neuratshenic 
who 
cannot sleep at night is often afflicted 
with an almost irresistible 
drowsiness 
during the day, especiallj' after meals. 


Inabililty to keep awake in church or 
at a lecture is not an uncommon sjnnp- 
tom. 
This ymptom is especilay com- 
mon in visceral nuerasthenics, who of- 
ten suffer from drowsiness when sitting 
or standing, but become wide awake on 
assuming 
the 
horizontal 
position. 
These persons suffer from lack of va- 
somotor regulation, and ar^ so at 
the 
mercy 
of gravitation. 
When 
upright, 
blood-pressure is raised and the actions 
of the lungs, skin and kidneys is in- 
ci-eased, and so the disturbing poisons 
are destroyed 
and * eliminated. 
If 
the 
patient yields to the disposition to sleep 
after meals he falls into à heavy slum- 
ber from which he 
awakens 
feeling 
weary, full and in no way benefited. 
Deep breathing exercises, light 
calis- 
thenics, the vibrating chair, abdominal 
kneading and 
percussion 
are 
useful, 
measures. 


For temporary relief, bath the face 
and neck with very hot water or cold 
water, or with hot and cold water in al- 
ternation, are most 
efficient measures. 
Drinking half a glassful of hot water 
and lying upon the face over a pillow 
for a few minutes, avoiding sleep, are 
simple measures 
which 
often . afford 
prompt if temporary relief

Raising Squabs, But It Takes More Than Figuring, To Make It Pay. 


While two crops a season on a piece 
of

profit, 
there Is, of course, a 
corresponding 
double amount of vitality sapped from 
til6 Söll and the frequent application 
of » grooa fertilizer Is Imperative, lest 
t.t6 groütid soon become ¿hin and un- 
pi od active.

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Water Rates in Indiana. 


The first annual report of the Indiana public 


/Commission, summaminii' thc activities of the board from 
the time it succeeded the state railroad commission souic- 
ivhat more than a year ai^o, contains a most amazing mass 
of figures, and some of thorn are particularly interesting 
and illuminating. The statistics on water rates in Indiana 
constitute a case in point. It is shown, for instance, that 
Fort Wayne water consumers are enjnving the lowest 
minimum rate given by any Class A city "in the state. 


There are twenty-five Indiana water companies, pri- 


vate and municipal, rated by the commission as Class A by 
reason of the size of the cities in which they ;ire located. 
The highest monthly minimum charge is $1.:r>, at Indi- 
anapolis. The next highest is $1:2~>, at Mmicic. The. high- 
est minimum annual charge is .$LI4, at New Albany. The 
lowest minimum charge is $4, at Fort Wayne. The 
lowest is $5, at Lafayette. 


A glance at the minimum monthly rates at Indianap- 


olis and at Muncio ought to conduce to complacenc.v on the 
part of thc Fort Wayne citizen who mav be disposed to 
sick strongly at the rate lie is being charged |'< 
though it must be admitted that then- is vcrv l i l t !

Towards 1 o'clock 
our position became critical. 


"As every vital moment slipped by 


anxious eyes looked hack for the prom- 
ised help that wtis never to come. Kve.n 
at the terrible disadvantage of more 
than 10 to 1 the infantry and artillery 
were holding their own when hordes of 
T'hlaus seemed suddenly to swoop down 
from nowhere. 


"Throughout the town they galloped 


with an amazing disregard for them- 
selves and up to the very muzzles of 
our Held guns. 


"Their losses were appalling but sur- 


vivors insist that the British stood their 
ground until armed ambulances, at least 
three in number, made their appear- 
ance with rapid tire guns mounted 'on 
them. 
Toward two o'clock the IKK) sur- 


vivors began to retire."

vision, supported by a battalion o'f in- 
fantry with artillery and machine guns. 
So rapid and audacious are its move- 
ments that in four days cavalry has 
appeared at almost nvcrv point along 
the road from bjlle to Cambrai.

British were without artillery 


or machine guns, but they had orders 
to hold Cambrai at all costs. Heaven 
knows they tried. 
They fought for 


three hours desperately and were then 
compelled to fall back on Arras. 


"1 met them retreating slowly before

The trip to the coast was made in 


fifty-nine days and the two were ac- 
companied by Otto Baer, of 1(109 An- 
drew street, who in to remain for some 
time in Lost Angeles. The three started 
from Fort Wayne May 2S and landed 
in LOB Angeles July 28. 


During the entire trip Mr. Strebig 


carefull}' recorded each <hiy, in diary 
form, ineidonttf of the. trip, and the diary 
has been sent to friends in Fort \Vaync 
and received with great interest, be- 
cause of tho many surprising experi- 
ences of the youths. 


According to the diary, almost every- 


thing possible to happen to 
an 
au- 


tomobile causing delay, 
happened 
to 


theirs. Punctures and blowouts, broken 
springs nnd bad gears, to say nothing of 
B choked engine during the many days 
across the desert, are carefully record- 
ed, and for weeks while the touring 
car was under course, of repair the boys 
•worked in the harvest fields of Kansas 
in a temperature, of 104 degrees. During 
the entire trip the boys used their au- 
tomobile, or a -tent, as sleeping quar- 
ters. 
Details of Trip. 


Details of the interesting trip are 


given in part, as follows: 


1'lrst day, May 28.—Left Fort Wayne 


court bouse at 10 o'clock and the first 
slop wns ill Kingnland for a drink of 
water and Hum stopped at Blutrtim for 
gas.

The dread message that he hnd lived in 


terror of for upward ot fifieen years at 
last had arrived. Giuseppe turned palo 
us he stared nt the fatal words on tho 
paper before him. Flight was futile, he 
realized, and there was no means in his 
power of turning aside the Itnnd that had 
been raised to strike. Death was lurking 
near. 
It was only a question of; how 


near. 


The letter of death so unnerved Giu- 


seppe that he would not r*nwln at homr. 
He kissed his wlfo and baby goodby, ten- 


the former he was not feeling well, 


and that he wished to take a long walk. 
As he left tho house he was met by his 
secret enemy and the several friends with 
wliom Giuseppe, had broken some time be- 
fore. 
They v.'ished to talk things over, 


they snid, and suggested that they ad- 
journ lo n nearby park where they would 
not be interrupted. 


The letter of death hnd warned Giu- 


seppe that he would be killed "at the win- 
dow," so he reasoned that «s long as he 
remained in the open he would be safe. 
He readily consented to the conference in 
the park and accompanied tho secret 
aptent of the vendetta to Coffey Tark, the 
others saying they would leave the two 
to arrange matters as they saw fit. 


Giuseppe did not die at the window. 


Unsuspectingly hj went to the pnrk and 
sat upon a bench with his enemy at his 
side. 
lie had been seen to enter the 


pnrk by several persons who knew him 
by sight, and they all said tliat both Giu- 
seppe and his companions seemed lo ba on 
good terms. A half hour later Giuseppe 
was found crumpled on the bench with a 


wound in his throat, 


thrust had almost severed the head from 
the body. An equally sharp stiletto had 
found its way into at least a dozen places 
in the body of this victim of the vendetta. 
Any one of tho wounds would necessarily 
huve been mortal. 
Many j-enrs had 


| i-lapscd since the outcropping of the feud 


in Italy and Giuseppe Cnrdinelli was the 
first to pay the penalty. 


The surviving Unrdiliellis saw the 


handwriting ou the wall. They realized 
that the beginning of the end was near. 
It wns only n question of time, they 
argued, before each in turn would be 
slain unless they could ascertain the 
slayer of their brother mid avenge his 
death. 
If they could strike surely nnd 


suddenly other killings might be averted, 
but so far they had no positive proof as 
to who hnd slashed Giuseppe. And if in 
seeking to avengo him they slew the 
wrong man tl:cir chances of escape, would 
be doubly imperilled. To find Giuseppe's 
slayer nnd accomplish his death was the 
solemnly registered oath that the re- 
maining members o£ the Onrdinelli clan 
then nnd there registered. 


None was more active in seeking the 


murderer of Giuseppe lhan Giovanni, Ihe 
uncle. 
How he went nbout his secret, 


investigation none knew, although there 
is no record of his having consulted the 
police, or even discussing the murder of 
his kinsman with them. 
But the police 


do know thnt the activities of Giovanni 
soon brought him a letter which was 
couched In the same terms that greeted 
Giuseppe on the morning of his mur- 
der:-" You will dlc-at the window" 


Giovanni kept his own counsel. Dog- 


gedly ho searched for clews that might 
tend to shed light on the killing of Giu- 
seppe. 
He haunted the places where 


Giuseppe had been in the habit of meet- 
ing his friends and in the gloomy silence 
he sat around, his ears strained to catch 


j one fleeting word that would set him on

Two weeks to a day after the receipt ! 


o£ his death threat. Giovanni WHS seated i 
at the window of his poolroom in Coles I 
street, 
Brooklyn.

through It but to a person on the outside 
the form of the one within was clearly 
silhouetted against its surface. 


As Giovanni turned to speak to n 


friend there was a double report nnd 
'then a crash of glass. 
Giovanni pitched 


forward and fell clend in his tracks, his 
body riddled by big and murderous slugs 
thnt had been fired from a shotgun, both 
barrels of which evidently had been dis- 
charged. 


Five minntcs after Giovanni fell dead 


tho police were at his side. They traced 
the course of the bullet to a house di- 
rectly opposite, but a. minute search of

In 
produce the 


weapon, or any other clew to the cow- 
ardly assassin. 


Tho message of death had been ful- 


filled to the letter. 
Giovanni died-and 


At the window. 
The Oardlncllis knew 


I lhat the slayer of Giuseppe had accom- 
' pHshcd the death of Giovanni. The ques- 


tion was who would be (ho next. They 
also kne-iv that Giovanni's activities in 
Giuseppe's behnlf had hastened his end; 
therefore they were nt sea as to what 
course to take. 
To stand idly by and 


permit these two murders to go un- 
avenged would be against all the tra- 
ditions of their race. 
Furthermore, a 


bitter resentment surged through them 
nnd their hearts iTied for the blood of 
the slayer. 


Bartholdi Cardinelli took no pains to 


conceal his true feelings. 
His brother 


hnd been slain and his uncle soon fol- 
lowed. 
In fact, he little doubted that 


he, too, would be murdered just as soon 
as tho oppottunity presented itself. He 
decided to be careful—keep away from 
windows and always see that a com- 
panion accompanied him when he went 
abroad. But nil his spare moments were 
devoted to tracking down the slayer who 
had kept the vendetta alive in the United 
States. 


Four Onrdincllis remained. 
He had 


no idea how many were implicated in 
these murders, but as long as breath re- 
mained in his body he intended to keep 
up the search, nnd if the time arrived 
when he met this person or persons of 
to face it would he only a question of 
who could draw revolver or stiletto first. 
It was war to the death and he was pre- 
pared. 


Two years elapsed after the killing of 


Giovanni before Bartholdi received the 
ominous harbinjer of his death. A note 
was delivered to him, and written by the 
Fnmo hand that had indited similarly 
phrased missives to Giuseppe and Gio- 
vanni :—"You- will die—nt tho window." 


This letter only tended to mako Bnr- 


tholdi a Jittlo more careful. He was not 
panic stricken, nor did ho take the polic*

or his intimates inlo his confidence. Thl» 
was an affair between the Oardlnellii 
nnd. the secret enemy that had pursued 
them froci Italy. It was Bartholdi, or 
the other man, and Bartholdi already 
had registered a vow that it wouldn't b« 
him. Even after the receipt of this let- 
ter Bartholdi did not change his mode ot 
life—except in one particular. Ho took 


I care not to sit at, or pass before an open 


window in his home or shop, but other- 
wise there was little difference, for he 
caroc .in'l urnt at will, nnd seemingly 
with little fear 
of molestation. 
He 


firmly beliei-ed what the writer had said 
—he would die-at the window. 


Hartholdi often sat on the stoop- of his 


little, home chatting with his wife until 
late in tin: nignt. Then he would retire 
to his room and go to bed. One night, 
however, the atmosphere was especially 
oppressive and Bartholdi could not sleep. 
He turned, twisted and tossed upon his 
bed nnd finally, finding the heat unbear- 
able, he arcs; and crept to a chair at the 
open window, seeking a breath of fresh 
air. 


Bartholdi hnd no sooner seated him- 


self when a blinding flnsn spurted from 
c window directly opposite in East 
Twenty-first street. Then cnmo a deaf- 
ening report aud Bartholdi dropped to 
the floor of liis bedroom, his heart pierced 
by slugs that had been fired from a. shot- 
gun. When his wife reached his sid« he 
was (lend, the third of the Cardinellis to 
answer with their lives to the vendetta, 
and the second to die at tho window. 
Five of th.; deadly slugs of large calibre 
hnd penetrated Bartholdi's body. 
The 


r.ssnssin liar! taken no chances, for ho 
Iwid comn to realize that in time tha 
Cnrdincllis must strike back, and he in- 
tended to make sure of his man while tin 
chance offered. 


Detectives Caron. and Micellf, who 


were detailed to the case, discovered 
the sawed off shotgun that had accom- 
plished Bartholdi's death. The assassin 
hnd fled, abandoning it in a second 
story room in tho house directly facing 
that of Unrth.ildi. From the woman own- 
ing the house the detectives learned that 
.1 man had rented the room for several 
days, nnd sha had noticed that he spent 
the better part o£ the day and nighl 
seated at his -tfindow. She had attrib- 
uted Ihis custom to the eitrcme heat, 
nnd lit.llo dreamed that her lodger was 
patiently rocking to and fro before thi 
window, a shotgun resting on'his lap, 
his eyes glued on the window opposite 
nnd awaiting just one fleeting glane« 
nt the man lie was seeking to kill. 
But 


the murderer fled and withont leaving 
nny clew other than the shotgun behind. 


Francesco, tha father, his wlfo and 


Vincenzo, tho brother, stood grouped 
about the coffin in which the bullet 
pierced 
body 
of 
their kinsman r* 


posed. Again the sacred TOW wa» regis- 
tered that these deaths must b« quickly 
avenged. Each in his heart feared that 
his days were numbered, and nono knew 
who would be tie next Three had been 
sin in; three remained. 


Several months after tin murder of 


Bartholdi an Italian was found in thi 
streets of St. Louis, his body literallj 
hacked to pieces by a stiletto, AJ 
viciously as his assailant had attacked 
him the injured man was still alir« and 
conscious. To all questions plied by th« 
police as to who had slashed him, th« 
wounded man replied:—"I know; I'll 
get him gome day." Further than thii 
he baffled all efforts to question him, 
and lay upon his cot in a hospital for 
months before the gaping wound had 
healed and he was able to move. 


The St Louis police communicated 


with the New York authorities, and 
after exceptionally clever work De- 
tectives Micelli and Cavone had so 
pieced out their case that they recog- 
nized in the wounded man In St Louis 
the secret enemy of tho Cardinellis, the 
man who had encompassed the deaths 
of three of that clan. They got little 
aid from tho surviving Cardinelllg, but 
when they went to St. Louis for their 
man they had BO strong a case against 
him that they were able to batter down. 
his alibis and outwit the 
powerful 


friends that so valiantly fought against 
his extradition from Missouri. 


The wounded man proved to be Polli- 


grine Scaglis. 
He was indicted, tried 


and convicted! 


Thi< coded a feud of nearly seventeen 


years' duration and, strange to say, one 
in which the law wns permitted to tak« 
its course, although had the 
wishes 


of the one who in the streets of St. 
Louis, had attempted to avenge tho 
killings of the throe Cardinellis not mis- 
jjarried, the usual sequel to rendettas 
•would hava been enacted and 
cheated of her due.

In the'beginning uf (he seventh centary 


tlio northern provinces of the Ity/.,ui- 
tine empire were overrun by the Tartar 
tribe of the Avars. The Slavonic tribes 
•were invited into tbe country by the 
Emperor Hcraclius. They hud been hov- 
ering on the north bank of the Danube 
for some time, the Innd where they 
came from lying on the northern slope 
of the Carpathians. Its name was Ser- 
vla or Serbia, Herb meaning a nation. 
The newcomers settled west of the Bul- 
garians, from tbe Danube to the Adri- 
atic. They wore a warlike people, and 
•when they crossed the Danube they were 
an organized 
nation, commanded by 


princes. They acknowledged the power- 
ful rulers of the country, but were never 
governed except by their own. chiefs.

Their Tsar Stephen Ncmauia in A. D. 


111)2 welded the people into a compact 
nation. In A. D. Kt40 their Tsar Ste- 
phen Dushan raised the monarchy to nil 
empire nnd armed and drilled all to de- 
fend the peninsula against the Turks. 
lie died of fever on the march to take 
Constantinople in i:!.T,. In his time the 
I'Ulgarinns were weak, and the Venetians 
lield only a fmv passes in the mountains. 
IJushan assumed Hie title-.of 
"Christ- 


loving Tsar of all Serbs and Greeks." 


When Napoleon was at the height of 


his power and had finished 
combing 


Europe, France either possessed or con- 
trolled everything in Portugal, Spain, 
Belgium, Holland, Italy nnd the little na- 
tional entities along the Uhine.

mnp boundaries made small difference. 
Frnnce proper extended on its eastern 
boundary from Toulon to Hamburg on 
the North Sea. Belgium and Holland 
were practically

PniKsian conflict of 1870) made the King 
of Prussia Emperor of all Germany and 
a world figure second to none." 


Her defeat cost France the colossal 


sum of five billion francs and the prov- 
inces of Alsace and Lorraine—Ihe latter 
in most part. 
It is forty-three years 


since this enforced cession of these prov- 
inces, but the hurt is not a whit duller 
than 0)1 the first day thoy 'Wore trans- 
ferred to the conqueror, judged by the 
sorrow constantly expressed 
by tlin 


French people. 
The getting back of 


these much cherished pieces of land has 
been the patriotic dream of the nation, 
nnd there is little doubt that in the 
present conflict it will prove on ani- 
mating French rallying call. 


There has been much dispute over the 


historical map changes of Alsace and 
Lorraine. 
When 
the Prussians de- 


manded them in 1871 they insisted that 
they -were originally nnd rightfully Ger- 
man land. If it be a good argument to 
carry territorial possession back to a 
point beyond wliich there is no authentic 
record then it. might seem that Alsace 
nnd Lorraine are of a distinctly Ger- 
manized strain. 
At the death of Louis 


XI. 
of France, in I4S3, old maps 


show that: the provinces belonged to the 
Gcrrnnn Empire of thnt time—thnt is, 
the successor <ind survivor of the Holy 
Roman Empire of the Wost. 
This is 


the same empire over which Emperor 
Charles V. reigned from 1513 to ]r>utl 
and embraced Austria, Bohemia, Hiiii- 
K»ry, Spain, the "Netherlands and the 
Grertnnn -countries. 


At the great peace treat;' of West- 


phalia in .10-18 France gained frr.m the 
Holy Roman ICinpire as one of the con- 
ditions the possession 
(1) geographi- 


cally, of Breisach and Snndgan ; (2) ad- 
ministratively, of Upper and Lower Al- 
sace (these in full sovereignty! and po-

NO TREATMENT NEEDED FOR 


ALFAXiFA. 


Ordinarily no treatment Is needed 


after the crop haa been started, as 
long M the alfalfa shows a good stand 
and there Is no tendency to run to 
weeds. If th» weeds -begin to prove 
troublesome. It is advisable to give 
the ground a thorough harrowing. 
after cutting, with the teeth ot tha 
harrow ««t at a considerable angle. 
Thl* kills the weada and Is decidedly 
benenclal to tha alfalfa, because of 
the loosening of the soil, and the 
barrow doee not Injure the roots of 
th* crop. There hu been considerable 
objection to dUklng the alfalfa field 
IWIth the ordinary dlso-harrow, bo- 
p»u§» It la claimed that the plants aro 
bjorad by splitting up th« crowns.

If It pays to 
take cure of the little pips when 
butcher's stuff Is bringing four and 
livo cents a pound. It is doubly profit- 
able when they aro cisht and ten 
cents, 


We have 10 Duroc Jersey brood 


sows and 10 colony houses built and 
fenced off. 
These houses were built 


out of lumber that came out of an old 
frame building, once used as a saw 
mill. 
Wo bought tho old mill, the 


frame ot which was 38 feet wldo. 100 
feet long and two stories high; all the 
framing timbers wore as goid as when 
put in the building. The scrap lum- 
ber we worked In the hog houses and 
tho frame and the best lumber will 
bo used it building an up-t date feed 
barn.

Products should 
be packed so that they will be uniform 
in appearance, quality and condition.

nicely packed and honestly graded 
fruits and vegetables will not bring a 
good price; it is the poorly packed, 
poorly developed, unevenly ripened 
products that are a drug on the mar- 
ket. 
The experienced packer has in 


mind the general appearance of the 
whole package rather than a few 
choice specimens on top. The better 
tho grading the better tha price.

JHE accompanying photographs represent scenes from a new motion picture pro-" 
bn th*nT\ 
J D™nJ°nr A™s>" ^nted from the war novel of the same name 
by the late Baroness Bertha von Suttner, an Austrian authoress and noted exponent 
of peace who died June 21, 19U. 
The story deals with Austrian warfare and 'de- 


picts battles which occurred during the Schleswig - Holstein war, when Austria was 
an ally of Germany against Denmark, and the Austro-Pmssian war, when Austria op- 
posed Germany. 
, 


The photoplay was produced by the Great Northern Film Company, of Copen-' 


nagen Denmark, and was completed before there was any indication of the present 
war, but, through a singular coincidence, the war began before the picture was ex- 
hibued m either Europe or America. 


The picture was to be shown as part of the programme at the International Peace 


Congress in Vienna, in September, because of its vivid portrayal of the horrors of 
war. When Austria declared war it was decided to hold the Peace Congress in Berne- 
instead, but now that nearly the whole of Europe is at war there will probably be no 
Peace Congress at all.
